A BLOODY RECORD FOR 1883. 


The records of the coroner’s office in 
this city show that in this county up 
to date inquests have been held on the 
bodies of ten murdered persons. This 
record is the worst Los Angeles has 
shown for many years and the fact is 
becoming unpleasantly prominent 
“broad. The men of wealth and cul- 
ture we so much desire to see 
coming here as visitors and permanent 
residents, can scarcely fail tu be im- 
pressed with the frontier-like disre- 
gard of human life becoming so com- 


mon in a city and county which boasts |. 


of rapid progress in culture and civil- 
ization, and the effect will be to deter 
Many such from their first intention. 
Another consideration which is forcing 
itself on tax-payers is the enormous 
expense of the murder and other trials 
of a serious character, owing to frequent 
disagreements of the juries—sworn to 
try the cases according tu law and 
evidence. Thecost in some of these 
casts is simply appalling and the bills 
of the county this year for criminal 
business will not be a very cheering 
spectacle to the people who foot the 
bills. 

The sacredness of human “life must 
be respected, and the people when 
awakened to their duty will un- 
doubtédly perforin it. A majority 
of the population of this section 
is as law abiding as that of any other 
portion of the United States, but the 
law must not much longer be permit- 
ted to be a mere farce. The bloody 
record of 1883 must not and will not 


_ be repeated in 1884-—the people will 


see to it that it is not. Public senti- 
ment is being aroused on every hand 
and not much longer will criminals be 
turned loose on the community with 
their hands staired with the blood of 
their fellow beings. 


oe FACTS FOR THE PUBLIC. 


Los Angeles may safely at present 
claim the largest number of newspa- 
pers, to her reading population, of 
any city in the country, and yet sev- 
eral more are coming to the front “to 
supply 2 long-felt want.” It is true 
the more there are the mérrier, and 
may they all meet with prosperity, if 
they destrve it. Yct one fact should 
be borne in mind by the reading and 
advertising public, and that is that 
the established newspapers of the 
city have been putting all the pro- 
fits accruing from their business into 
their several journals and will make 
other improvements as fast as patron- 
age will warrant them. If there were 
only half as many papers in the city 
as there are at present the people would 
be much better served with news, and 
the almost incessant and wearisome 
demands for patronage made upon our 
business men would be greatly lessen- 
ed. There is no desire to throw any 
“cold water upon new journalistic en- 
terprises, but the facts stated above 
ought to be well understood, 


THEGOMING | MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 


Next month a very importaut mu- 
nicipal election is to be held in this 
city, which ought to be curefully 
looked after by all good citizens. It 
is true’that only a few councilmen and 
other minor officers are to be chosen, 
but the election is nevertheless of the 
greatest importance to tax-payers. It 
is of even more interest, so far as 
their actual everyday life is con- 


, cerned, than the national elections of 
“next year. 


Important questions are

many other municipal improvements. 
All property holders will have an in- 
terest in this election, and if they 
neglect their duty, they will suffer as 
heretofore.

the First Degree. 


The Jury Fixes the Penalty at Imprison- 
ment for Life—Cunclusion of the Tes- 
timonpy—How the Verdict was 
Received. 


The doors of Judge Sepulveda’s court- 
room were scarcely opened yesterday 
when the crowd, which had been waiting 
impatiently outside, rushed in and occu- 
pied all the available space. The develop- 
ments of the preceding day naturally 
greatly increased the public interest, and 
copies of papers containing the account of 
the trial were in great demand. The trial 
was resumed promptly at 9 a. m., and the 
first witness examined was 

CHARLES A. YOUNG, 


who testified that he is employed at the 
coal bin of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
He said gun shots were commonly to be 
heard where he lives, near the scene of the 
murder, at almost any time of night. He 
heard the shots the night of the killing of 
Amadon. He was the third person to ar- 
rive at the scene. He found Mr. and Mrs. 
St. Clair already there. He found a pistol 
in the road eight or ten inches from the 
hand of the dead body. The hand was out 
from the body some eight or ten inches 
from the side. It was not within reach of 
the pistol, which lay beyond a coil of rope 
on which the hand rested. He heard Mrs. 
St. Clair call out to her husband, ‘Oh, 
Ed., here is poor Henry Amadon lying 
dead!’’ | 
JAMES BUTLER, 

who lives in the immediate vicinity of the 
killing, told the story of hearing the shots 
and the cries of murder. He was in bed, 
about sixteen feet from the scene of the 
murder. The shots awoke him, and 
simultaneously he heard the cries. He 
got up and dressed and went out. It was 
dark and he could merely see a man lying 
in the street, on his back, a rope was in 
his hand, and several feet away from the 
body was a six-shooter. He went back to 
the house and got alight. Then Mrs. St. 
Clair came, then Young. 


W. J. SMITH 


was re-called for further cross-examina- 
tion. The point was as to the number of 
shots fired by Foster. Counsel) for de- 
fense seemed to have misapprehended the 
number and order of the shots on both 
sides. He explained how the five shots, 
followed each other. 

A juryman asked who fired the first 
shot. The witness said, ‘‘Foster.”’ The 
shots were close together. | 

A recess of fifteen minutes was had 
here to allow consultation with a new 
witness. 

JOHN HAFF, 


of Pomona, was tlie next witness called. 
He was near the scene of the killing. He 
heard the shots and heard the cries of 
murder. He had just got off a train, and 
had gone to the Kansas City House, where 
he left his things and started out for a 
stroll. He had never been in the city be- 
fore nor since the the 25th of last Sep- 
tember. He walked along the track and 
happened to be at Naud’s warehouse 
when the shooting took place. It was 
rather dark, but he could see pretty well; 
could see people more than fifty or sixty 
feet away. 
FRED. HILPERT, 

The boy who drove the baker’s wagon, 
Was put on the stand again. The purpose 
was to further cross-examine him as to 
+his hearing the cries at the time of the 
shooting. He was asked as to the sides 
from which the first two shots came. He 
said the first shot caine from the left side, 
and the second from the righ+ side. 


CONRAD HERBST 


was put on the stand. He lives on Date 
street, near the corner of Mission; ina 
tent by the Zanja, not far from the scene 
of the killing. He heard the shooting and 
the cries of murder. He thought it was 
an Italian in the neighborhood, who was 
in the habit of shooting. He got up and 
went out to see what was the matter. Af- 
ter a bit, he found the dead body in the 
street. Mrs. St. Claire was by it. 


‘* JIMMY ’’ BUTLER, 


a little fellow of about nine summers was 
next called. He told how he heard the 
shots as he lay in bed. He got up after 
some time and went out. He knew Ame- 
don. He saw him in the road dead. There 
were a great number of people around. 
He recognized several of them and re- 
peated their names. He said he saw a 
coil of rope in Amadon’s hand. The doc- 
tor tried to take the rope out of the dead 
man’s hand. He pulled the rope and it 
did not come out. It was clutched in 
Amadon’s hand, and the doctor had to 
take up his hand and open the finger- to 
get the coils out of the stiffened fingers. 


CONSTABLE EMILE HARRIS 


proved the diagram of the locality which 
he made at the time of the coroner’s 
jury. 
T. J. CUDDY, 

Chief of Police, was put on the stand. The 
purpose was to examine the officer as to 
the circumstances under which Foster 
might have made aconfession to him at 
the time of his arrest. He said Foster 
was not under constraint or threats. The 
accused told the ofticer that he knew noth- 
ing about the murder; that the first thing 
he knew of it a shoemaker on First street 
told him of the killing. This was at the 
time of the coroner’s jury that Foster 
made this statement. The testimony was 
ordered stricken out by the Court. 

ELIAS NEWKIRK 
testified to being at his house on Mission 
street on the evening of the murder. His 
house is on the opposite side of the street 
from Amadon’s house, about 100 feet dis- 
tant. He heard five shots. Could not say 
how much time intervened between the 
shooting. Did not go to the scene of the 
shooting until about six o’clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
J. W. VAN NOY 


saw three persons in bar-room at new 
depot on morning of September 25th, be- 
fore 4 0’clock. Iam told the names of two 
of them were Palmer and Foster. 


J. M. MORRIS. 


Reside in Los Angeles; have been a rail- 
road man; am now keeping a saloon oppo- 
site new depot; ceased being a conductor 
on the 6th August; was running on the 
Yuma division; knew both Foster and 
Amadon; had a conversation with Foster 
in January or February of thisyear. I 
found a pistol in the caboose and asked 
whom the pistol belonged to. Foster 
claimed it. Said that he was visiting a 
lady in town and as he was likely to be 
caught he proposed to useit. It wasa 
British bull-dog, silver mounted and had 
a white handle. I spoke to Foster once 
after about Amadon and his wife. It was 
one night I saw a lady pass by the caboose 
andasked him who it was. He hinted that 
it was Mrs. Amadon. I asked himif he 
were not afraid to get into trouble. He 
struck his pocket and said no. : 

The Court ordered the latter part of 
the evidence stricken out on objection of 
counsel for defense. 

District Attorney White read witness 
his testimony before examining magis- 
trate in which witness swore that Foster 
had named the lady seen ss Mrs. Amadon. 

Cross-examined by Col. Wells. The wit- 
ness admitted defective memory. Wit- 
ness repeated the story of the finding of 
the pistol on his train. 

W.J. Smith was at this point recalled 
by the defense and cross-examined again 
concerning the position of the parties at 
the time of the shooting. 

At the close of this testimony District 
Attorney White announced that the case 
for the State closed. 


MRS. EMILY BROWN 


was the first witness examined for the de- 
fence. She t-stified as follows: I reside 
at Anaheim; am the mother of Mrs. Ama- 
don; I heard of the shooting Henry 
Amadon; he and my danghter frequently 
visited me; they were at my house the 
Sunday before the shooting; I heard him 
say some time before that he was very 
mad at Foster, and would kiil him the 
first opportunity he had; he showed me 
his pistol; it was a plated, bright looking 
pistol, with a black handle; when I saw 
Foster, I informed him of what Henry 
said. 

Crosse-xamined —I told Foster not to go 
near Amadon; ‘‘He will kill you,’’ I said; 
he laughed, and said, ‘‘I am not afraid;’’ 
I said, “But he will kill you on 
sicht;’? he replied he could shoot as 
quick as Amadon; I still warned 
him to keep away from Amadon. 

DR. ROSS : 


again testified as to the character of the

HENRY KING, 
Ex-Chief of Police, was put on the stand 
and testified that he had known Foster 
since childhood. He once made applica- 
tion to me to carry apistol.

The defense 
closed and the argument was set for 
evening, commencing at 7 o’clock.

His diction was elegant 
anti his legic irresistible, fixing the crime 
on Foster. He was followed by H..T.

Judge DuPuy followed him for the de- 
fense and he spoke long and earnestly. 
- District Attorney White closed the case 
in a forcible address, which was warmly 
applauded at the peroration.

Judge Sepulveda delivered a lengthy 
charge to the jury, who retired at about 
12 o’clock. The courtroom was cleared 
and the spectators scattered around the 
streets anxiously awaiting the verdict. 

THE VERDIOT. 

At 1:45 this morning the jury announced 
that they had agreed, and the Judge and 
attorneys were quickly summoned. The 
courtroom was soon crowded with 
eager spectators. The jury were calied 
and the foreman ge arg their ver- 
dict of murder in the first degree. fixing 
the penaltyat imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for life. The jury was polled and 
all replied that it was their verdict.- 

Tbe verdict was received by the specta- 
tors in grim silence, as if the measure of. 
legal vengeance would not be filled by im- 
prisonment for life, hanging seeming the 
better fate for Foster. 

As the full force of the verdict was real- 
ized by Foster he broke completely dowr 
and shed bitter tears, and his heart- 
broken mother seemed bowed down with 
grief, in which a smaller brother of the 
criminal joined. 

Thus ended the trial of a youthful mur- 
derer for one of the basest crimes ever 
committed in Los Angeles. A young man 
will be sent to the penitentiary for 
life and his mother may be beggared by 
defending him. A lack of moral sense 
seems to be his curse, and bad associations, 
base passions and ignorance haye done 
their work.

Monday.

procession formed and proceeded to the 
Evergreen cemetery. Atthe grave appro- 
priate prayers were made by the reverend 
gentlemen and the remains were consigned 
to the dust. The tragic death of these 
young men has cast a gloom over a large 
circle of friends, who prized them for their 
moral worth and admirable social quali- 
ties. Their memory will be enshrined in 
many hearts and, if foul play has been 
done, their bloud will cry aloud to heaven 
for vengeance.
